M oscow's nntc to China containing an 
appeal to resume Iron Her 
broken rdf in 1904, and respect existing 
frontiers appears to bo an a [tempt to 
prevent possible escalation after military 
conformation mi the Ussuri and the war 
°f words between the two propaganda 

machines. 

At the moment there Is no way of 
telling whether tin* Russians reckon 
China will accept the offer, but the Soviet 
leaders are pressing for peace and quiet 
In Asia because* they will have realised In 
Budapest at the latest that the great power 
conflict they have made public lo the 
'vorld at large is not benefiting their po- 
licy towards Communist Parties. It also 
Brolts Soviet foreign policy leeway. 

Recalling in the note the fate of Jap* 
fl nese aggressors against Soviet territory 
In the Far Hast ts doubtless intended to 
deter Poking from further alleged aggres- 


sion. This move cuiild lie thn result of 
anxiety that China might inl»ml In cnniUi 
lasting tension hy launching guerilla war- 
fare on disputed frontiers in Asia, all of 
which, It could he Interpreted, are Hie 
result of colonial conquest.

The libretto by Salvatore Cammarano 
who also wrote the libretto for Verdi's 
11 Trovaiore, Is not entirely related to 
historical fact. Il deals with Elizabeth's 
passion for Robert Devereux, who is 
accused of treason by Parliament. He in 
turn loves Sarah, who Is betrothed to the 
Earl of Nottingham. Surprisingly it Is the 
Earl who defends his Mend Robert before 
the House of Lords until the unfortunate 
four-sided love affair is made public 
knowledge. 


Nottingham fumes and poor Robert 
singing a waltz-like theme goes to his 
execution. The possibility of a pardon 
is prevented by Nottingham. 

The plot is merely a framework, the 
effects are everything. Roberfp waltz 
theme is therefore one of the few some- 
what loo clever concessions to contempo- 
rary taste.

T he cosmetics Industry is une of the 
few seclors whidi can Least shindy 
growth raLos in Ilia omrse ol Us long 
history. Rarely is turnover ever less 
than satisfactory. 

The ancient Egyptians made beauty 
preparations sudi as creams, tinctures 
and dyes the composition of whidi was 
a carefully guarded secret. These pro- 
ducts, the material value or whidi was 
ollen very low, wide also widely adver- 
tised on the markets of Ilia ancient 
world. 

Basically, the problems or this Industry 
have changed little in the past 4,00b years. 
In this country Llie cosmetics industry 
belongs to the group with the highesL 
growth rales and advertising budgets. 

Today, cosmetics are not luxury artic- 
les, as they once were. In Western coun- 
tries they are used by people from nil 
-walks of life, and not only by women, 
although men’s consumption of cosmetics 
is still talrly mud os 1. 

People who do not use lontlipnsle now- 
adays aru In the minority, however much 
this is dented by Heusatlunalist reports. 
These reports are usually based on inac- 
curate surveys. 

Market experts urn better inhumed. 
Since the war, sales of cosmetics of every 
description have increased not only In 
the Federal Republic but in Europe ge- 
nerally. Turnover in the cosmetics indust- 
ry climbed at n rule 1h.il surpassed lliaL of 
nuiid other “dynamic" industries. 

From 195U to 19G7, sales increased tnn- 
lold in llils country to 1,301) million Murks.

Among the various divisions of the 
cosmetics industry, skin preparations aro 
Hit- most impoiliinl, accounting for one 
filth ol sales. Hair prepare lions accounts 
for one third of overall turnover. 

Thanks to fashion and llie fact that 
young girls nowadays dye their own hair, 
a sulcs boom has boon reported In this 
sector. Can lie Cologne and luolhpnsle 
follow In third and fourth places. Next in 
line on llie sales dim Is are li.illi salts and 
si m H ot ingredients. 

Following a highly successful udveriis- 
Ing campaign, the popularity of these pro- 
ducts spread at a rate that surprised even 
the most optimistic cxpeits. More money 
Is spent on advertising skin and body 
preparations than on any other products. 

As far ns advertising budgets arc con- 
cerned, however, on enormous difference 
exists between the various companies in 
(his industry. A total 250 million Marks 
was spent last year on advertising. This 
represented one sixth of overall turnover. 

In advertising outlay therefore Ilia 
cosmetics industry is surpassed only by 
the cigarette and washing agon Is indust- 
ries. Manufacturers of major brands spend 
up to fifty per cent of their proceeds on 
advertising. Many small manufacturers 
dispense entirely with advertising, but 
generally speaking a company lhat sols 
out to reach consumers at home and abroad 
needs an advertising budget of at least 
cure million Marks. 

The cosmetics Industry is nol, how- 
ever, a domain of live giants, firms wlddi 
arc well known on lire strength or their 
advertising alone. Tho Industry employs 
30,000 workers, and thu majority si ill 
work fur small and medium-size com- 
panies which do not market branded ar- 
ticles. Lacking Iheir own marketing orga- 
nisations, these companies usually sell 
iheir produels in nuutral wrappings to 
supermarkets and mall-or* for houses. 

These companies are finding It Increas- 
ingly difficult to compete wiih.' mujur 
concerns. In this industry, foreign trade, 
propix tl* Utah* l«» nvrall liunovcr.

W ith 1 0.1 finished flats per 1,000 in- 
habitants the Federal Republic is 
a shade behind Sweden (lO.’-J) in houdinj 
proyianimes.

F oreign interests in lids country’s ci- 
garette market have increased great- 
ly since the war. Almost fifty per cent 
ul the market is nl present either in- 
fluenced or controlled by foreign com- 
panies. 

The only really natiunal company is 
Rnvmtsnia in Hamburg. Reemtsma has a 
dominant position, accounting for 48 pur 
cent ol sales. 

All other notable cigarette manufac- 
turers in the Fedural Republic are affili- 
ates of international concerns or are more 
or less controlled by foreign interests. 
These arc partly traditional ties, such as 
in llie case uf British-American Tobacco 
cigarette factories in Hamburg, the se- 
cond largest ptoducer in this country 
commanding 28 per cent of the market, 
which are fully owned by British Ameri- 
can Tobacco. 

Most foreign holdings, however, were 
secured after the war. Foreign investors 
were mainly Interested in having a fool- 
hold In a potentially great EEC cigarette 
market. The Rupert group, for example-, 
has a 25 per cent interest in Martin Brlnk- 
mann In Bremen whidi accounts for nine- 
teen per cent ol sales. The Rupert group 


comprises powerful International com- 
panies which headquarters in South Africa. 
The Ncuerhurg concern in Cologne, with 
3.5 per cent of Hie market, belongs almost 
entirely to R. J. Reynolds, the American 
company. 

Strong foreign connections arc also (he 
general rule among small and medium- 
size cigarette companies. Recently, the 
American concern, Liggct& Myers, bought 
its way into the Eilebrcdit Cigaretten 
Fobrik In Baden-Baden. Apart from Ame- 
rican Tobacco and Philip Morris, all lead- 
ing international cigarette companies are 
represented in the Federal Republic. 

Urinkmann makes Marboro under li- 
cence from Philip Morris, su this company 
too can he said to be indirectly represent- 
ed. Other foreign companies worth men- 
tioning are the Austria, a subsidiary of 
[he Austrian tobacco monopoly, and Lan- 
dewyk in Trier, owned by the Luxem- 
bourg- American Landcwyk-Lorlllart Cor- 
poration. 

Besides Reemtsma, other independent 
national companies, all of them very 
small, account for only one per cent or 
Hie market. Foreign holdings and licences 
of prominent international companies 


havo filled (his country’s market with all 
the leading Internationa] brands, includ- 
ing Winston, Camel, Chesterfield, Kent 
and Pall Mall. 

Ii is strange that none of these brands 
has really caught the public fancy. Ex- 
perts say that foreign brands only sold 
well in the immediate post-war period. 
Willi the revival and expansion of a na- 
tional cigarette industry a gradual change 
of taste sot in whidi boosted production 
of strong German brands. These found 
greater favour with the cigarette-smoking 
community at large. 

The market, as far as investments are 
concerned, is not loo one-sided, however. 
Balancing the internationalisation of the 
Federal Republic, Reemtsma has afou 
gained a sound footing in other countries. 
A l present, the company has Interests in 
Argentina, Brazil, Belgium and Switzer- 
land. 

Brlnkmnnn has acquired holdings in 
Tobacco Fina In Belgium which is well 
established in the Benelux countries with 
an Impressive forty per cent of the mar- 
ket. Tobacco Fina also has connections 
In Switzerland, Brazil, the Congo and 
Indonesia.

Increased expenditure on R & D 
should be allocated 


THE GERMAN FINANCIAL PAPER 
FOR COMMERCIAL AND TECHNICAL MANAGEMENT 


D espile ihe ccuiioniic recnssimi of huj 7 
Federal, stale and private enterprise 
expenditure mi research and development 
has Increased considerably. Last year 
overall R & D expenditure In (his country 
amounted fo 14,000 million Marks, accord- 
ing fo figures announced by Gerhard 
Stollenberg, Minister of Scientific Re- 
search. In 1365 this figure, which Includes 
university research, stood at only 10,000 
million Marks. 

Al a press conference given in Bonn on 
18 March the Minister stressed that in the 
past few years this country's position In 
Europe as regards research and technolo- 
gy hits improved. 

Between 1364 and infill cxjrendifiire on 
aclentlllc research and technological de- 
velopment increased by 36 per cent in 
this country, as opposed to 33 per cent 
in France and fifteen per cent in Great 
Britain. 

The Federal government's niedium- 
tenu financial planning provides for an 
increase in government-sponsored re- 
search from the present 3,800 million to 
7,300 million Marks by 1973 and R & D 
expenditure by private enterprise, stand- 
ing al 4,700 million Marks in 1986, has 
now well passed the 5,000-milllon mark. 

In contrast to simplified accounts,* 
Dr Stollenfjerg staled, "the latest OECD 
studies make it clear that the United 
Stales does have an advantage over Eu- 
rope but that the situation varies from 
sector fo sector.* 

.The United Slates has a cloar lead in 
computers and semi-conductors, but the 


gap Is Insignificant in most syniln'liis, 
fibres unit phaimaceuli,;.;. Arrimlimi in 
Mie OECD's icsujijth exchange rale 
Wes l urn Europe does not lag hopelessly 
behind ihe Uniletl Slides. 

More emphasis needs lo be placed on 
developing new sectors of technology 
over and above present special emphasis 
on support for nuclear research, space 
research, data processing and oceanology. 

The Minister unonneed that support 
programmes are under consideration for 
power engineering, physical technology 
(including materials engineering], envi- 
ronmental research (including waste dis- 
posal). transport technology and liiuloyical 
and medical techniques. 

Rapid progress Is being made in the 
construction of lurge-scala nuclear power 
stations. While the first two commercial 
atomic power stations, both ol over 600 
megawatts, are under construction al 
Stade on the Elbe and Wiirgassen on tho 
Weser virtual agreement has been reach- 
ed on a further live, Dr Stollenberg staled- 

At a total capital outlay of 2,200 mil- 
lion Marks Ughl-waler reactors are to be 
built at Laulfen on the Neckar (about 750 
megawatts), on a site near Hamburg (650 
megawatts) and at Biblis on the Rhine 
(1,100 megawatis) a 300-megawal! high- 
temperature reactor is to be built in West- 
phalia and a roughly 300-megawatt so- 
dium fast breeder reactor is to be built at, 
probably, Weisweilor, east of Aachen.

F ive hundred shop owners in Essen 
are anxious lo put into practice a 
plan that has not been tried before. Essen 
is a very rainy city, perhaps one of tho 
we Lies t in I he Federal Republic, but for 
almost a year people on the city have 
intensilled their wish to be uble to shop 
"In the dry". 

Business people in tiir* city point mil 
that shoppers can drive their cars to Hie 
glam supermarkets that are scattered 
about tlie outskirts ol tho city like mush- 
rooms round Hie bole uf a tree and do 
their shopping without gelling wet. Shop 
owners want to have tho city centre 
covered, 

Shop owners in the shopping centres 
point uut that no one is going to go out 
shopping, window shopping, in the rain. 
They go on to point out that window 
shopping is the beginning of business. 
These business people, add Hint unless 
something Is done they cannot hope to 
compete with the larger concerns such 
as supermarkets and diain stares. 

The 500 business people in Essen have 
formed an association that is to sludy 
ways and means of covering the city 
centre so as to attract more people to the 
centres lo do their shopping. A plan has 
already been devised.
